Hebrew Jewelry Seller Robbed 
of His Goods and Foully 
Murdered, 


THE BODY 1S EASILY 
IDENTIFIED BY WOMAN 


Trunk Was Deposited at a Pier in 
One of the Busiest Thorough- 
fares of New York City, 
and Was Spattered 
with Blood. 


New York, January 16.—The body of a 
man with his throat cut from ear to ear, 
and showing other marks of violence, was 
found in a trunk on a pile of skids at the 
bulkhead of pier 11, East river, today. 
It was identified by a woman as the body 
of Michael Weissbetger, or Weissberg, 
an east side Hebrew, who was empioyed 
by a jewclry firm to sell jewelry on the 
installment alan. Captain Titus, head 
of the detective tureau, declared that 
the n otive of the crimme was robbery, and 
intimated that at least two men were 
concerned in the murder. The crime was 
discovered by Policeman Reilly, of the 
steambcat squad, whose attention was 
called to the trunk by some longshoremen 
working on the pier. A crowd collected 
about Patrolman Reilly when he opener 
the trunk. Lying on its side, and with 
knees doubled up. was the body of a 
man, the upper part completely drenched 
in blood, and terribly mutilated. After 
the body was identified, Captain Titus 
said: ' 


“Everything of value was taken from 
the victim. I believe that the crime was 
committed in a house—presumably a ten- 
ement—and that the murderers knew that 
Weissberger catried jewelry about him. 
I have ascertained that he left the place 
where he was employed at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and was seen alive at 
noon, He had $200 worth of jewelry with 
him at fhe time—watches. small diamonds 
and other articles—which he carried in 
bags. He may also have had some money. 
He was a married man and had a large 
family. 


HERTZ FORGED MANY CHECKS. 
Will Be Arrested on His Arrival at

Hertz, who Was employed as a confiden- 
tial clerk by Stiefel Sachs & Co., whole- 
sale dry goods dealers. Hertz is accused 
of robbing his employers of a large sum 
of money by means of forged checks. He 
took passage on the steamer Corinthian 
under an assumed name on January 7th 
at Portland, Me. The checks, it is said, 
were principally passed on the Chemical 
National bank, where the firm kept its 
accounts. The amount stolen has been 
variously estimated at from $50,000. to 
$200,000, but Assistant District Attorney 
Gans said today that he hardlg thought 
the amount would reach the first figures.

The loss cannot 
oe learned tonight, but it is belleved to 
xceed $100,000, fully covered by insurance.

He kneit down and 
listened for a heart beat and, rising on his 
feet, said: :

London, January “16.—The important 
report received from Johannesburg that 
General Dewet has crossed the Vaal and 
joined forces with the Transvaal com- 
mandoes, if true, probably means the 
concentration of 7,000 Boers, with severai 
guns, for another big attack. 

There is a rumor current in Cape Town 
that several Boer leaders are urging an 
attack upon the mines. It has long been 
understood that General Dewet has beén 
anxious to join the invaders in Cape Col- 
ony, and this rumor may be spread to 
cover an attempt to break southward. 

As the Boers in several instances have 
worn khaki, a government notice has 
been promulgated in Pretoria prohibit- 
ing civilians from wearing khaki anda 
notifying all persons wearing ‘this cos- 
tume,, which is likely to be mistaken for 
the British uniform, that they will ren- 
der themselves liable to arrést and im- 
prisonment. — 

The response to the gevernment’s call 
for volunteers is eaid tobe very brisk in 
both London and the provinces. Defen- 
sive measures in South Africa proceed 
apace. Seven thousand men have joinea 
the city guard in Cape Town.and 3,v0u 
others have volunteered in the suburbs.

REVOLUTION IS INCREASING 


If Attempt Is Made To Interfere 
with American Interests There 
Will Be Trouble—Inetruc- 
tions to American 
Minister. 


Washington, January 16.—At the request 
of the state department, the navy depart- 
ment has instructed the commander of 
the Scorpion to proceed at once from La 
Guira to Guanaco, Venezuela,’ to protect 
American interests, upon reports that thé 
revolutionary movement there is increas- 
ing and the attempt making to take 
possession of the arms of the New York 
and Bermuda company. 

The news came to the state depart- 
ment from a private, but perfectly re- 
liable gource, an@d was made the basis 
of immediate representations to the navy 
department, Secretary Long responded 
very promptly. Captain Cowles, acting 
as chief of the navigation bureau, con- 
ferred with Acting Secretary of State Hill 
resPecting the movements of the naval 
vessels and the character of the instruc- 
tions to be sent to Lieutenant Command- 
er Sargeant, of the Scorpion, which hap-~- 
pens to be the only vessel available for 
immediate service, and adjacent to the 
scene of trouble. Commander Sargent 
has been instructed to avoid bloodshed 
and the destruction of property if possi- 
ble, Still, taken in connection with what 
has gone before, there is little doubt that 
if. the disturbing forces in Venezuela, 
whether governmental or revolutionary, 
are seeking to take action toward dis- 
posing of the incumbents in the asphalt 
concessions, ir defiance of the agreement 
that there should first be a thorough ju- 
dicial inquiry, the United States warship 
wilr prevent that action, peaceably, if 
possible, forcibly if necessary. Guanaco 
is not to be found on the ordinary charts, 
but is said to be the nearest point to the 
asphalt concessions accessible to the 
Scorpion, lying up the Orinoco river about 
two days’ run from La Guira,. so that the 
warship should be at the seat of trouble 
before the end of the present week. 

The state department also is in receipt 
of private, but trustworthy, advices that 
the Orinoco Shipping and Trading com- 
pany, two of whose vessels were seized 
yesterday by the Venezuelan government, 
is an English corporation. The vesse.s 
are under the British régistry, but fly 
the Venezuelan flag. The state depart- 
ment is unable to intervene directly to 
compel restitution, but as American cap- 
ital is invested in the company, it has 
directed Minister Loomis to use his good 
offices, as far as possible, to protect these 
American interests.

WOULD GO GUNNING FOR GUILTY 


Hawley Gets Unanimous Consent for 
a Vote on the Bill at 3.

Washington, January 16.—A final vote 
upon the pending army reorganization 
bill will be taken by the senate at 4 
o’clock Friday, under the terms of an 
agreement reached late today. The feat- 
ure of the debate was the denunciation 
of the practice of hazing at the West 
Point Military Academy. Mr. Allen of 
Nebraska, Mr. Money of Mississippi and 
Mr. McCumber declared it to be an evi- 
dence of brutality and cowardice. 

Mr. Gallinger reported the pension ap- 
propriation bill and it went to the cal- 
endar. 

House bill to divide the state of West 
Virginia into two. judicial districts was 
passed. 

Consideration of the army reorganiza- 
tion bill was then resumed. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, referring to 
the West Point scandal, declared that if 
he were a cadet at West Point and was 
hazed in so cowardly and brutal a man- 
ner, he would kill the hazers, if the .op- 
portunity did not come for a hundred 
years afterwards. 

Mr. Teller declared conditions in the 
Philippines had not improved since the 
United States had,succeeded Spain there. 
Mr. Teller said: 

“IT want to hold the islands, because I 
think that would be better for the Filipi- 
nos, and that the islands will be valua- 
ble to us.

BE REORGANIZED 


At Meeting To Be Held in Apri 
Change Will Be Worked, 


IT SIMPLIFIES THE WORK 


Various Lines Now Owned by the 
Same People Will Be Placed 
Under One Management 
Within a Very Short 
Time. 


Savannah, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)— 
A general reorganization of the railways 
included in the Plant system has been 
determined upon, provided the plans ot 
the directors can be carried out. The 
meetings of the boards at which the re- 
organization is to be effected will be 
held, it is understood, in April. The Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western is to be the 
leading line in the reorganization. It is 
to acquire the stock of other lines com- 
prising, the system and issue preferrea 
stock upon all the property included in 
the reorganization. No difference in the 
methods of operating the Plant system 
will follow the reorganization. For 
years the several lines have been con- 
solidated in so far as their operation is 
concerned, but their accounts have been 
audited independently. The comptroller 
keeps separate records of the earnings 
cand expenses of each of the lines and 
each line has its own board of directors. 

t is said that the principal object aimea 
at Dy the Plant system people in the pro- 
posed consolidation is the simplification. of 
the work of the auditing department, The 
labor of conducting the affairs of many 
separate lines, too, would be greatly de- 
creased, and a general board of directors 
might, with comparatively slight increase 
in time and work, transact the business 
of the éntire system. On the board ot 
directors of the several lines are founda 
the same names, in a number of cases, 
the Plant Investment Company being 
represented as the principal stockholder. 

Savannah brokers have noted considera- 
bie activity within the last few days in 
the demand for securities of the Bruns- 
wick and Western and the Alabama Mid- 
land, two of the lines comprised in the 
Plant system. Inquiries from New York 
as to holdings of bonds of those lines 
have been received, and some of the 
brokers have been instructed to buy. One 
of the brokers said that his order haa 
come from the treasurer of the Plant In- 
vestment Company, to whom he deliverea 
ten 4 per cent bonds of the Brunswick 
and Western. Another broker said that 
he had ‘received several inquiries for 
Brunswick and Western and Alabama 
Midland, but the holdings in Savannah 
are small. The broker would not reveal 
the source from which the inquiries haa 
been received, but he said no transfers haa 
been made because the prospective buy- 
ers would not pay the prices that haa 
been quoted.

the Plant system properties is taken to 
mean that the Southern is not to seek to 
purchase the system.

This 
‘terrible form of punishment, it must 
‘algo be recollected, is confined to rural 
districts, where the sparseness of the 
‘population brings the hearts of the 
But in 
‘Leavenworth, a large city, with abund- 
ant protecting force, a negro whose 
iguilt is not established is taken from 
the jail by a mob of 8,000 people, sat- 
urated in-oil, and burped to death; all 
the while pleading his innocence. The 
“ease of Sam Hose fades into insignifi- 
cance, since he ‘was known to be guilty, 
and the details of his/crime were such 
as crazed those who heard the story. 
The Kansas negro was far from being 
identified as the right man. 

But there is a side to this growing 
tendency of northern injustice to the 
negro which must concern the people 
of the south. The negro, by no act of 
his own, is an inhabitant of this con- 
tinent, and as such is entitled to the 
right to enjoy life. He may not merit 
promotion, but he certainly deserves 
justice. The people of the south un- 
derstand his good points and his bad, 
and they make due allowance for his 
racial weakness. The consequence is 
that it is only in the south that the ne- 
gro has ever advanced to the point of 
being a factor in business. The people 
of states bearing none of the burden 
have helped to make the negro discon- 
tented with his lot. They have held be- 
fore him pictures of an impossible so- 
cial condition, of which he is speedily 
disillusioned whenever he ventures 
among his advisers.

John Marshall belongs the credit 


an undoubted claim of the state, the 
chief justice Tound some argument by 
which he d make it correspond 
with the joint elaim of the federal gov- 
ernment for i¢ipation. So evenly 
did the chief justice keep in view the 
principle of Dullding up the central 
government, while finding sufficient 
piayground for the state, that a demo- 
cratic publication, ‘s ly -after the 
Meath of Mr. Marshall, in 1835, said: 

Nearty eyery rtate of the union in turn 
had been brought up for sentence: Geor- 
gia, New Jersey, Virginia, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Louisiena, Missouri, Ken 
tucky, Ohio, Pennsy)vania, Marylan 
York, . Massachusetts, South Carolifa, 
Delaware (just escaped over Blackbird 
creek), all passed through the Caudine 
forks of a subjugation which has more 
then revived this quantity of spites. Be- 
ginning with Madison's case, there are 
nearly forty of these political fulmina- 
tions from 1803 to 1834, viz: one each in 
7806, 1812 and 1813, two in 1815, one in 1816, 
four in 1819, three in 1820, two in 1821, twe 
in 1823,,two in 1824, one in 1825, four in 
1527, five in 1829, three in 1830, two in 
1832, two in 1833 and one in 18H. — 

It will be observed from the defend- 
ant states named that the great Vir- 
ginian held with equal hand the lash 
of authority over states far north, in 
the middle and: the west as well as 
those of the. south. 
was just as restive against federal au- 
thority as South Carolina, and the 
then far west state of Missouri had to 
sit on the defendant bench with Mary- 
land. 

At the end of the century there will 
be general discussion of the part 
played by the two sons of Virginia— 
Jefferson and Marshall—who had been 
thus pitted against each other. . The 
natural alignment of Jefferson today 
would be democratic, while that of 
Marshall would be republican. The 
author of the great declaration accom- 
plished a great work, notwithstanding 
the curbing influence of Marshall, 
while the decisions of the Jatter would 
have lost strength had it not been for 
the able agitation of the other. At 
this. distance we should be able to 
judge of the work of both men with 
the impartiality that belongs to his- 
tory. Both were equally great, the 
one in the assertion of human rights, 
the other in the judicial ascertainment 
of them. In his zeal, Jefferson was 
often led into denunciation of the 
courts, because they seemed to stand 
in the way of the people—he was not 
unmindful of law, but of. the interfer- 
ence of its machinery with the speedy 
culmination of policies decided upon 
by the people. Jefferson called for 
the mass meeting to act: Marshall 
would adjourn the meeting to assem- 
ble again under cooler circumstances. 
Jefferson asserted the rights of man, 
connecting them with the rights of the 
state. Marshall left Jefferson’s plea 
for manhood intact, but composed the 
relationship of state and nation, so 
that each might liye. The ideas of 
both men, entering into the history of 
the country, have made a perfect 
whole, and no attempt should be made 
by either democrat or republican of 
today to turn the contest to party ad- 
vantage, since it should be remem- 
bered that both men were greater than 
party, and neither would submit to 
party dictation. 

We can afford, therefore, to honor 
Marshall at the same time that we re- 
vere Jefferson, for both men had at 
heart the same great cause—that of 
the preservation of human liberty. 


The Pot and the Kettle. 

“Impracticable Senator Hoar” is 
what The Chicago Times-Herald dubs 
the gentleman from Massachusetts.

We should admire Senator Hoar’s loy- 
alty to principles more if it were accom- 
panied by an equally obstinate loyalty 
to facts.

When Mr. Hoar advances this hypothesis 
he impugns the veracity of the American 
military officials and of the thoroughly 
reputable commission headed by Judge 
Taft.

In 1890 he was elected to congress 
from the fifth district, defeating Judge Silas 
Hare, one of the ablest and most popular men 
at that time in Texas, and has been five times 
elected to the lower house of congress, serving 
ten years in that body, being the democratic 
leader in the Jast congress and declining the 
leadership of this congress, as he aspired to 
the United States senate. Declining 1 re-elec- 
tion to the house, he announced himself a can- 
didate for United States senator to succeed 
Senator Horace,Chilton, a native Texan and one 
of the purest and ablest men not only in Tex- 
as, but in the United States senate. Primary 
elections were held in the various counties of 
Texas for senator. Governor James S. Hogg 
took the stump for his friend Chilton. Even 
the combined influence of these two great Tex- 
ans—one a popular governor and the other a 
popular senator—could not stem the Bailey 
tide. With nothing but his own personal 
worth and eloquence he went before the peo- 
ple of Texas and swept the state. Like a cy- 
clone, county after county went for Bailey, 
and after carrying, by a large majority, 
Travis county, in: which Austin, the capital, 
is located, after a personal canvass by Gover- 
nor Hogg for Senator Chilton, Mr. Chilton 
withdrew and left a clear field for Bailey.

“Did you notice that woman who just} 
went out?” asked a clerk in e leading 
drug store of a Constitution reporter re- 
cently. 

“Yes,” was the reply. “and a very pret~- 
ty woman she was, too.” 

“Oh. as for that,” said the clerk, “she’s 
pretty, all right, but did you notice what 
she bought?’ 

“Not particularily, Dut I thought it was 
perfume,’ 

“Exactly,” replied the clerk, “but what 
is singuler about the article purchased is 
that it was not bought for perfuming 
purposes. What do you reckon she does 
with it?’ 

“Takes it internally?’ ventured the re- 
porter. 

“You guessed it,” said the clerk. “You 
newspaper fellows are onto humanity's 
curves,*all right. That woman buys 
more cologge at this store than any other 
half dozen customers.” 

“Is she a fiend?” was asked. 

“She is not far from a drunkard. A 
person with a cologne jag on is not 
dgrunk as the proverbial ‘biled owl,’ but 
only intoxicated to the point of exhilara- 
tion. Among her friends this lady is 
noted for her extreme vivacity and effer- 
vescence of spirits. Sometimes she 
Causes mild surprise by being almost hys- 
terically silly, but J reckon nobody sus- 
pectg the truth, As a matter of fact, 
she is ‘jagged.’ 

“She buys from one to two dozen of 
those sim: bottles of cologne every wéex, 
and she consumes it entirely herself.”’ 

“How does she take it.’’ 

“On lumps of loaf sugar; at least, I 
suppose she does, for that is the usual 
custom of cologne takers. They sature 
ate a number of lumps of sugar with the 
pleasant smelling fluid. and carry them 
about with them. When. as is the case 
with whisky. drunkards, they feel as if 
they needed a drink, they will take one 
or two lumps of sugar, and, letting it dis- 
solve in the mouth, they will get a srt 
of an imitation of perfumed whisky and 
sugar and water. You know, of course, 
that the base of the cologne is alcohol, 
and for most people alevhol is altogether 
toc strong to be taken raw, and this is 
one of the reasons why sugar is used. 

“Another reason, I reckon, is because it 
is easier to carry about, and can be taken 
without detection when on the Iittle 
cubes of sugar. Some cologne tipplers— 
and there are more than you wonpld imag- 
ine among women of fashion—can drink 
their liquid raw, and those who have ar- 
rived at that stage can drink pure alco- 
hol, or almost anything else, except, per- 
haps, sulphuric or some kindred acid. 

“Some women get the appetite by be- 
zinning to hit the cologne bottle gently 
for the purpose of increasing the luster 
of their eyes and the glow of their 
cheeks. When the habit, however ac- 
quired, is fastened on one, it is as hard 
to shake off as the liquor habit, and ex- 
perisive, as you would imagine.”’

“This season the travel has been un- 
usually heavy—hundreds having come 
from the west to visit their Georgia rel- 
atives—which indicates that times are 
prosperous and that the Georgians who 
havé made their homes in far states are 
ahead of the game. 

“In my time I have seen some pathetic 
incidents growing out of this holiday 
home coming. Abo6ut Christmas a man 
who went to Texas years ago passed 
through Atlanta to visit his mother who 
is still Mving at the old homestead in 
one of the middle Georgia counties. He 
has prospered in Texas and tokd me when 
he passed through that he intended to 
take his mother with him when he re- 
turned. He reached here yesterday re- 
turning to Texas and his mother was 
with him. But she wouldn’t accompany 
her son any farther. It was evident 
that she was heartbreken at the thought 
of leaving the old home, so intimately 
connected with the joys and sorrows of 
her iffe. and when she reached Atlanta 
she told her son that she could go no 
farther, but must go back to the home 
where her husband and other children 
were buried. He loved her 
were buried. She Joved her son and 
wanted to go with him, but the memories 
of the past were more powerful with her 
than the hopes of the future and so her 
son accompanied her back to the old 
homestead where she will probably pass 
away before the next holiday season rolls 
around.” 
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‘“‘Florida politics is generally full of sur- 
prises,’’ said a Jacksonville man at the 
ATtagon yesterday, ‘‘but the queerest 
thing that ever happened down there was 
in connection with the nomination of Hon.

Fleming, was. The latter is a fine lawyer 


amd a, staunch democrat, but at that 
time Was not very well known in Flori- 
da, at least not so well known as his 
brother. Frank Flem! ng’s leading oppo- 
nent was General Bullock, of Ocala—the 
old war horse of Marion, they call him. 
General Bullack was a brave confederate 
soldier, which was a strong point im his 
favor and his friends were also asking 
for support on the ground that he had 
ten handsome daughters and that the 
state ought to aid him to do the proper 
thing by the girls. 

“It looked like General Bullock would 
win, when a rumor got abroad—I have 
never known where it originated—that 
Colonel Louis Fleming was the candidate 
or governor. That settled General Bul- 
lock’s chances. County after county be- 
gan to choose Fleming delegates and when 
the convention met at St. Augustine the 
Fleming men were jubilant. Nomina- 
tions were made and Fleming won by a 
good majority. 

“Hon. Frank Fleming ‘had kept in the 
backgrounu up to this time, but when 
the vote was announced there were loud 
cheers for ‘Fleming.’ The Hon. Frank 
appeared on the stage to thank the dele- 
gates. and dead silence reigned, which 
was finally broken by some cracker dele- 
gate shouting, “Why, you ain’t Lou 
Fleming. He's the man I thought I wuz 
voting for.’ And they say that  nine- 
tenths of the men who voted for Fleming 
thought the same way. But the Hon, 
Frank was equa] to the emergency.

Colone] Louis Fleming died 
in the yellow fever epidemic and his 
memory is held in loving veneration by 
the people of Jacksony:lle. He literally 
laid down his life during the sceurge in 
efforts to alleviate the condit.on of hig 
fellows. And that is the acme of human 
love.”’

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


In some of the schocls up in northern |! 


New York, it appears, they are teaching 
that there was no such man as General 
John B. Gordon, of the confederate army, 
afterwards. governor of Georgia, and 
twice senator from his state; or, what 
amounts to the same thing, they are 
teaching histories which entirely ignore 
his existence. A letter was received yes- 
terday in the office of the secretary of 
state from a Mrs. David Firman, of War- 
saw, Syracuse county, New York, in 
which she states that a question had 
arisen in the village as to the existence 
of such a character, and she seeks infor- 
mation. 

It appears that the school teacher, who 
is evidently rather more progressive than 
the section in which she is employed, in- 
formed her young charges that there was 
a General John B. Gordon in the confed- 
erate service, and that he was afterwards 
governor of Georgia. She, at least, was 
aware of the existence of the ‘“‘Man of the 
12th of May.” But the teacher soon 
found herself fn trouble. The history 
from which her scholars gleaned their 
daily lessons about this great country 
said nothing about any such man; there- 
fore, for them at least; he did not exist. 
They disputed her assertion, and in order 
to back up their case they went to Mrs. 
Firman, who, it appears from her letter, 
is looked upon somewhat as a village 
oracle. She took the position of the pu- 
pils. No history she had ever read men- 
tioned Jahn B. Gordon,,so there could be 
no such man. 

Not satisfied in her own mind, however, 
she wrote to the secretary of state to 
settle that disputed point in Warsaw. 
Perhaps she wanted to score a point 
against the teacher, and what a convinc- 
ing argument a denial of the teacher’s 
assertion from the secretary of state 
would be! Fortunately, however, Secre- 
tary Cook is better posted on Georgia his- 
tory than Mrs. Firman, of Warsaw, and 
doubtiess. there will be wonder there 
when the reply to her letter is sent. 
Warsaw should have a bonfire made out 
of school histories. Verily, Warsaw has 
a@ great deal to learn.

Many Old Veterans Gathered 
in the Capitol 


WIVES THERE 10 COLLECT IT 


Treasurer Park Paid $17,990 to 
About 300 Indigent and Disa- 
bled Soldiers—Interesting 
Incident of the Annual 


Gathering. 


Not quite half of the pensioners of Ful- 
ton county received their pension moncy 
frcm the state yesterday, but there were 
enough of the old veterans around the 
capitol to keep the building lively all the 
morning. 

To be oeract, there was paid to Fulton 
county pensioners by State Treasurer 
Park yesterday $17,990, most of which 
went to 290 indigent soldiers who received 
$60 each, leaving only thirty or forty more 
of this class to be paid. The balance of 
the money was paid to ten or twelve dis- 
abled soldiers who were not turned down 
because they came on the wrong day. 

The northern end of the capitol building 
yesterday mornirg was a “sight to see.’” 
Many of the old soldiers gathered before 
9 o’clock and laid siege to the office of 
Pension Commissioner Lindsey until that 
good-hearted official found it necessary 
in self-defense to close the door of his 
office, put a guard in charge of it and 
admit only six of them at one time, Then 
they finally scattered, all, however, hov- 
ering close to the door, hoping io be call- 
ed next. £ome of them rested upon the 
heavy iron banister railing, others in the 
stete library '0om and some even in the 
office of the attorney general, who was 
glad to welcome the. battle-scarred sur- 
vivors of a noble, if lost, cause. 

Many of the veterans were accompanied 
by taecir wives, and the women proved 
the most patient of all those in the crowd 
of 300, or more, who gathered. Some of 
them came to support and guide the be- 
loved partners of their youth and, age, 
now palsied, lame or blind; others were 
there to collect the cash themselves in 
order that it might stock the larder in- 
stead of enriching the rumshop. 

“What a good dinner we will have to- 
morrow,” said one to her feeble husband. 
Another sat on the capitol steps in 
silence, the lines upon her countenance 
not opscuring the evident determination 
to see that the pension money gratificd 
some other kind of an appetite than one 
for drink. This latter class went meekly 
through the ordeal, and there was not a 
family dispute of consequence during the 
day. One of a year ago was recalled, 
however, to some of the officials who 
were reminiscent. The wife had followed 
the now worthless husband right down 
to the treasur2r’s office, and as the money 
was handed out ($60 in all) she took it, but 
before it reached her pocket he had 
grabbed two ten-dollar bills. 

“Give me that money,’’ she demanded. 
“T support you all the year, and you shall 
not take that now and spend it for 
whisky.” 

“T’ll not do it,”” he said. “I haven’t got 
long to live, and I’m going to have one 
more good drink before I die. It’s my 
money, anyhow,’’ and with that he start- 
ed to leave her as fast as his feeble legs 
would carry him. 

On the cépitol steps she overtook him, 
put her hand in his collar and pushed 
him down. In spite of threats of bodily 
barm, she held him there until she had 
worked her hand into his trousers’ pocket 
and extracted the $20 which fie had 
thought to spend in one good spree. Then 
she left him, telling him he could come 
home if he wanted to, while he sat upon 
the steps calling his wife all Sorts of 
names until he grew tired and departed 
to hunt more congenial quarters. 

There was cne pensioner who collected 
his $60 yesterday who was eighty-two 
years old, yet he stood erect and firm, 
while many others, the weight of whose 
years was far less, were bent and lame 
and feeble. The frazzled edges of many 
a coat and waistcoat showed that pension 
money was too scarce to permit of much 
replenishing of the wardrobe; it is the 
stomach principally that it has to furnish. 

The $18,000 paid out yesterday will soon 
find its way into circulation. Some of it 
will go to the grocer and the clothier; a 
goodly share of it is likely to find its way 
across the bar, while the money shark 
will get/back his principal with double 
compound interest double. 

The “kid glove’’ pensioners were not in 
evidence yesterday. All of these are, of 
ecurse, in the disabled class. They will 
slip in quietly tomorrow, draw their 
bounty witn as little publicity as possible, 
and quietly disappear. Today the pension 
commissioner will pay the widows, of 
whom there are about 200. They will re- 
ceive altogether about $12,000. 

Tulton county seems to have more than 
her share of pensioners. Many of those 
from other counties have moved here 
within the last few vears. Most of them 
are undoubtedly worthy cases, as is true 
ir all sections of the state, Hut it is said 
there is no little fraud practiced against 
the pension fund. A man from Fayette 
county walked into the office of the pen- 
sion commissioner yesterday. 

‘Has Sam Jenkins been granted a 
pension?” he asked. 

Captain Lindsay could not find the 
n@me on the list. 

“Has Tom Jones up there been allowed 
a pension?’ was the next question. The 
result was the same as in the other case. 

“Well, I just wanted to say,” he said, 
‘there is a lot of people up there draw- 
ing pensions who never knew there was @& 
war until a few years ago, while I served 
two years, got a few bullet holes shot in 
me, and I don’t git no pension at all.”’ 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey told him 
if he would furnish the names of such 
rarties there would be an investigation, 
and those drawing pensions fraudulently 
wculd be dropped from the rolls. He had 
walked to the door, and went out with- 
out saying vhat steps ne proposed to 
take.

The courtroom was instantly precipitat- 
ed into a scene of gs tor 24 rut Judge 
Candler immediately ered order. The 
jury returned a aededl \of’guilty against 
Webb and Judge Candler sentenced him 
to serve five years in the penitentiary. 

Judge Candler imposed a sentencg of 
ten years in the case, in which he plead 
guilty, and a sentence of five years in the 
latter case, the three ‘cf&ses netting a 
total sentence of twenty years for Webb. 

After he had received the heavy sen- 
tence of twenty years, the officers did not 
feel inclined to give him the least chance 
to make trouble or get away and permis- 
sion was secured from Judge Candler to 
handcuff Webb, while escorting him from 
the courtroom to the Tower. 


John Hall Is Acquitted. 

Robert Langley and John Hall, the 
other two men implicated in the engine 
house‘ robbery, were also tried yesterday. 
Langley was also charged with complicity 
in the robbery of the negro Calhoun. He 
was acquitted of the robbery of the en- 
gine house, but was found guilty of the 
other charge and was given a sentence of 
five vears. 

Langley’s conviction was marked by a 
very pathetic scene. His mother and 
brother were in court and on the an- 
nouncement of the verdict, both broke 
down and wept, the anguish of the 
mother being especially pitiable and ex- 
citing the sympathy of those who wit- 
nessed*’ the sad scene. When the two 
left the courtroom, the mother leaning on 
the arm of her boy, she was still crying. 

The jury in the case of Johp Hall re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty. The state 
endeavored to prove that he was a party 
to the engine house robbery, but Hall 
proved by three witnesses, his two nieces 
and a young man, that he was at his 
home on the night of the robbery. It 
was proven that he was with Webb, 
when the stolen watch was pawned, but 
Hall claims that he was simply assisting 
Webb to pawn it and did not know it was 
stolen. The alibi was the strong feature 
of the defense.

Patrolman Wants Pay Owed Him dy 
West End. 


AN UNIQUE ONE 


\ Hed Formerly Been Paid Extra Gum 
Bach Year. 


CASE IS. WELD UP FOR TWO WEEKS 


‘The Claims Committee Met and 
Paesed Up a Number of Matters 
‘ (of Minor Importance. 


’ When the seventh ward was a munici- 
pality in itself and was known as the 
city of West End, Patrolman A. D. Luck 
was one of the most prominent members 

f the police force of that place. 

It was the custom in those days to 
reward the fearless and capable guardians 
of the peace at the end of the year by 
giving each patrolman a cash present 
amounting to $10 per month extra for 
the previous twelve month 
sum, of course, amounted to $120. 

In 1893 the citv of West End became 
part of the city of Atlanta. Many of 
the obligations assumed by the little 
municipality were assumed in turn by the 
larger city. Patrolman Luck, from being 
a West End officer at $0 a month, be- 
came a member of the city force at $60 
per month. 

Then-he filed with the claims committee 
of the city council a claim for the $120 
he did not get as the reward of his faith- 
ful services in 1893 at West End. He did 
not make the point that it was'a legal 
sobligation, but thought it was at least 
a moral obligation that Atlanta should 
have assumed. when the incorporation of 
West End was consummated. 

The claim came up before the new con- 
tested claim and litigation committee of 
the city council yesterday for considera- 
tion. Committeeman Harvey Johnson was 
in favor of recommending to council that 
the claim be paid. 

“If we owe it,” said he, “we owe it, 
and that is all there is about the matter. 
I think it is a moral obligation and am in 
favor of passing favorably upon it. If 
we don’t do this, why, we can refer 
it to the claim fcommittee of 1902 and 
let that body think over it.” 

Chairman Malvern Hill thought favor- 
ably of the claim, but one member of the 
committee considered it best to investi- 
gate the matter more fully. The claim 
will, in consequence, be held over for two 
weeks, when it will again be taken up 
for consideration and report. 

The claims committee considered a num-

Will Render and Tom Barbour, two. ne- 
&Tro prisoners, effected their escape from 
the police station during the early hours 
of last night. Both negroes were heid on 
state charges, ReniJer being wanted in 
DeKalb county on the charge of cow 
stealing and Barbour having been ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon on the charge 
of larceny. 

The prisoners, in some manner, man- 
aged to get out of the state department 
for colored prisoners, and made their way 
to the second floor of the station. Here 
their progress was temporarily stopped 
by the door that opens into the prisoners’ 
room of the recorder’s court, This did 
rot prove a very material barrier to their 
freedom, however, for they proceeded to 
break out.one of the panels.

Courtrooms Are Apportioned Among |

The committee appointed by the bar as- | 
sociation, to submit recommendations to

f th committee present were Burton 
ith, Captain W. D. Ellis, Sr., Judge T. 
Westmoreland, Judge James A. An- 

derson, and R. R. Arnold. 

In addition to the committeemen, Judge 
Lumpkin, Judge Candler and Judge Cal- 
houn were also present. The meeting was 
called by Judge Lumpkin. The most im- 
portant action taken at the meeting was 
the decision to submit a recommendation 
to the city council and to the board of 
courfty commissioners to the effect that 
Hunter street, between Pryor and Loyd 
streets and Pryor street, between Hunter 
and Mitchell streets, be paved with as- 
phalt or .wooden blocks. It is desired 
that the rough stone blocks be supplanted 
by some smooth pavement in order that 
the noise on the streets, which disturbs 
the court proceedings, be eliminated. 

This muchly needed improvement will 
be given attention by the judges and the 
committeemen and an earnest effort will 
be made to induce the two bodies to 
grant the request and to jointly pave the 
streets. At present the noise made by 
vehicles rumbling over the rough pave- 
ment is so great that it proves very dis- 
agreeable to the court officials. All of 
those present were unanimously in. favor 
of the recommendation to council and 
the county commissioners. 

Courtrooms Apportioned. , 

After thoroughly discussing the various 
points of advantage of the court house 
and the annex it was decided to recom- 
mend to the commissioners that the su- 
perior court, presided over by Judge 
Lumpkin, be continued in present quar- 
ters in the court house. It was also 
practically decided that the criminal 
branch of the superior court, presided

Says Council Is Honor Bound 
To Give It 


APPEARS BEFORE COMMITTEE 


That When the 50,000 
Was Paid It Was in Considera- 
tion of Routes to Woet 
End end Grant 
Park, 


) During an adjourned meeting of the 
council committee on electric and other 
railways, held yesterday afternoon, H, M. 
Atkinson, of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company, urged the granting of the pe- 
tition of his company for a line to West 
End. Incidentally he said that his com- 
pany would build the Forrest avenue line 
if the people wished it and council grant- 
ed a franchise for that route. 

He declared céuncil was honor bound 
to grant both the Grant park and West 
Pind line franchises; because of the pay- 
ment of the $50,000 toward the construc- 
tion of the viaduct. The Grant park line 
had been granted, he said, but had been 
held up by an order vf the ,court. 

“That money was paid to the city,” 
said he, “in consideration of the granting 
of franchises for those two lines that 
were to complete our system. We have 
paid the money, but we have not yet re- 
ceived the ‘goods.’ We are the only peo- 
ple who have paid for any franchise.’’ 

In speaking of the proposed route to 
West End, it was brought out that this 
was the line over the railroad tracks at 
Peters street. Mr. Atkinson stated, in 
answer to a question about gerade cross- 
ings, that no action would be taken at 
that point until an amicable agreement 
had been reached between his road, the 
city and the railroads. He said he had 
spoken to officials of both the Central 
and Southern about the matter. 

Preston Arkwright stated that if a via- 
duct was built over the Peters street 
crossing, it was the intention of his com- 
pany .to go over that by paying a stipu- 
lated sum for the privilege. He said thé 
company had asked for a route without 
designating what sort of crossing should 
be made. Mr. Atkinson said that 
the present route was not the one 
formérly contemplated, as it had been 
found that the Atlanta Railway Company 
owned such a franchise, and only built 
when it found his company was after the 
Same route. 

Should Expire Simultaneously. 

As to the time limit, Luther Z. Rosser 
stated that the Rapid Transit company’s 
franchises should be granted for such 
time as that they would expire when the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company’s 
franchises ran out. This, he thought, 
would be in forty years. It was brought 
out that the general urdinance makes all 
franchises expi®e when the first franchise 
was granted, and this is operative unless 
it is otherwise stipulated when franchises 
are granted. 

Committeeman Grady wanted to know 
what conditions had been placed upon 
the Rapid Transit company that were not 
on the other company, and Mr. Atkinson 
gave way to Mr. Arkwright, who said 
he would answer that question in as few 
words as posgible. 

Mr. Arkwright said council had limited 
his company’s fares, that he could not 
charge more than 6 cénts, while the city 
was powerless to hold the Power com- 
pany to that figure. “You can condemn 
our tracks anywhere in the city,’”’ said he 
“and you can move them at any time. 
You can make us pay a tax of 5 per cent 
on our gross earnings and you can’t make 
them do the same.” 

‘“‘We cannot enforce such a rule on you,” 
said Mr. Grady, “unless we do the same 
with the other company.” 

“Well, the difference in that,”’ said Mr. 
Rosser, ‘“‘is that you have to get the Pow- 
er company’s consent to tax them, while 
you can force us without consulting us 
at all. They may get to a place where 
they can well afford to submit, while we, 
at the same time, might be ruined if 
forced to pay such a tax.”’ 

Said Company Was Restricted. 

Mr. Arkwright went on to say that his 
companywas restricted from consolidating 
with another company; that his company 
had to pay to cross a bridge, while the 
other company, he said, crossed three 
in the center of the city and had pafd 
nothing for the privilege. He declared he 
was under all the conditions of ordinances 
while the other company was not. 

“We have to take back streets,” sald 
he, “and yet compete with the company 
that now has all the choice thorough- 
fares. If you want competition you have 
got to be fair to the men on the back 
streets. If you want to defeat competi- 
tion you can grant franchises with such 
restrictions and hardships attached that 
they will expire before we have made 
anything out of them.” 

Mr. Rosser advanced the proposition 
that no city had ever made anything out 
of franchises originally, Dut .only when 
grants had expired and had charged for 
a renewal, 

“Suppose,” said Committeeman Grady, 
‘that there was an occupied street and 
both: companies were applying for it. 
Would there be any unfairness in asking 
which company was willing to pay 
for it?” 

“The matter is,"’ said Mr. Arkwright, 
“they have a complete system now; we 
have not. They could well afford to buy 
a street just to keep us out.” 

He said that he had petitions from land 
owners representing In the aggregate 10,- 
000 feet of property on the proposed West 
End route who wanted that line. 

President C. J. Simmoig: had a few 
words to say concerning improvements 
that had been made along the lines of 
his company in various sections of the 
city and county.

The Alice Neilson Opera Company, the 
largest troupe of its kind now on the road, 
wil] be brought to Atlanta via the South- 
ern on January 22 by special train, The 
company occupies six coaches, and as it 
was impossible to handle them on the reg- 
ular tran, they will be handled special. 

Lieutenant Jenkins and eighty-six men 
of the heavy battery of artillery, who 
have been stationed at Fort McPherson, 
left the city yesterday by special train on 
the Southern, which went out as the first 
section of train 38, shortly after noon. 
The battery will reach New York about 
10 o'clock this morning, and will arrive at 
its destination, Fort Trumbull, near 
London, Conn., by 5 o'clock this after- 
neon, according to contract. 

The Georgia railway is putting in some 
2,000 feet of extra sidetrack in the Atlanta 
yards to accommodate team track deliv- 
ery. This will give additional track ac- 
commodation for forty or fifty cars. 

General Passenger Agent H. C. McFad- 
den, of the Waycross Air Line, notified 
the railroad commission yesterday that 
his line would - robably be completed and 
in operation to Fitzgerald by February 
Ist, and when that is done the line will 
reduce its passenger fare from four to 
three cents per mile. 

The Hawkinsville and Florida Southern 
is also extending its line to Fitzgerald, 
and is likewise contemplating an imme- 
diate extension from its northern ter- 
minus, Pitts, Ga., to Hawkinsville.

New York, January !6.—The tables were 
turned completely in today’s market for cotton 
futures, the bulls being in control from open- 
ing to closing. The direct cause for the up- 
w movement was an unexpected bulge in 
the lth market, which, in turn, was in- 
fluenced, according to private cables, to smalier 
offerings of spot cotton and talk of a bullish 
circular by Neill in the near future. 
advance many minor bull factors came to light 
and helped the market. The opening was 
steady with prices up 3 to 5 points. The shorts 
for a brief time were inclined to believe the 
reaction only a temporary matter. But the 
continued advances abroad soon led to a hasty 
retreat on the part of local bears and brought 
an influx of investment buying orders. Before 
the demand had been appreciably appeased 
prices had climbed to a level |4 to 16 points 
above the closing bids of yesterday, while 
Liverpool had reached a net gain of 3 to 4% 
points. Claims that cotton mill ends were im- 
proved, that spot cotton south was bringing 
fully %c higher prices and that receipts were 
in shape to fall off considerably, all helped to 
strengthen bullion factions and weaken the 
confidence of shorts. During the afternoon the 
market ruled generally firm, though quiet and 
at the close was steady with prices net 12 
to 16 points higher.

speculators that no action *was taken at yes- 
terday’s meeting to insure quarterly dividends 
for the coming year, in which there had been 
Sreat faith, There were occasional rallies in 
the stock, and it was lifted vigorously at the 
last 2 points above the lowest, but manipula- 
tion was palpable in the rally, At the low 
level this stock was 4% below last night and 
the preferred was off 3%. Next to this Tin 
Plate was most acutely affected in spite of 
yesterday’s 8 per cent dividend declaration, 
and fell an extreme 4 points.

Prime on Crops. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, January !2.—In the agricultural 
world we have pulled through this week amidst 
all sorts of conditions of storms, rain, sleet 
and snow, none of ‘which have been of severity 
enough to interrupt farm and railroad traffic. 

Our receipts of grain as well as live stock 
have been only normal. The situation is Plain- 
ly traced to the fact that farmers are so well 
intrenched that circumstances have not 
obliged them as a body to sell the fruits of 
their labors. So far we have had decidedly 
a mild winter and the ground today is gen. 
erally bare of snow, except a light covering 
of one of two inches which has fallen in tha 
central portion of the corn belt during the 
last forty-eight hours. 

Of course there is plenty of frost in the 
ground and our country roads so far have 
not been broken for any length of time since 
the first of December. In the corn belt the 
corn crop this season is being held back by 
farmers, as s0 far, they have not shipped 
or sold but a very small percentage of the 
crop of 1900. Corn in crib upon the farms 
is keeping very well. Considerable has been 
shelled out during the past ten to fifteen days, 
but this has not found its way to market, 
but is being stored on the farms and in coun- 
try elevators for future shipment. 

Up to this date the country has had what 
we might call a dry winter and it has been 
exceedingly favorable for feeding stock of all 
kinds, The supply of hogs and cattle, judg- 
ing from reports from the interior, are not 
largely in excess and particularly this is the 
case with cattle. As the season has been so 
favorable for feeding hogs, and prices have 
been so good, hogs have not been held back 
at all this winter for higher prices. Prices 
have been good all the time and the situation 
now points in the direction of receipts of fat 
hogs having reached their maximum and ure 
likety to fall off for the rest of the winter 
packing. Except in some localities hogs have 
been generally healthy-this winter. 

The winter wheat crop situation is beginning 
to attract some attention and there has never 
been a time for years when the future values 
of securities, to say nothing of their present, 
was so wrapped up in the outcome of the 
winter wheat as it is today. Practically the 
winter is half gone. The ground has been 
bare of snow up to date. We have had very 
little freezing or thawing weather. We have 
more or less Hessian fly in the wheat and the 
next sixty days will be the most trying period 
of the whole crop. 

It is perfectly safe to say today that up to 
this date we have experienced very little try- 
ing weather and reports as to damage to 
crop are the exception rather than the rule,

Richardson and Albert Cox are expected 
to speak and a number of bronze crosses 
of honor will be presented to confederate 
veterans.

HAS NOT COMPLIED WITH LAW 


Comptroller General Would Like To 


Catch Agents for Old Wayne 
Company. 

Cemptroller General W. A. Wright 
would like to catch one or two of the 
agents for the Old Wayne Insurance 
Company and make examples of them. 

He received a letter yesterday from 
Amanda James, of Augusta, in which she 
stated that she had been paying the com- 
pany premiums on a policy on her hus- 
band’s life. and that she had heard the 
company was no gocd. She wrote for in- 
formation. 

“That company, I am inforined,” said 
the comptroller geaerw, “is known never 
to have paid a claim to the full amount 
of the pclicy. It invariably scales them 
down as much as it can, and I shall ad- 
vise the woman to drop the insurance and 
get it in another company.’”’ 

The Old Wayne Insurance Company, of 
Indianapolis, has never complied with 
the law in Georgia. It has never made 
the required deposit, nor taken out 
license. Any agent for such a company 
attempting to do business in the state is 
liable to arrest and prosecution. It seems 
these agents do business by using powers 
of attorney given by the insured to the 
agent to secure the insurance desired. 
Such agents, however, are just as amen- 
able to the law as if they did business 
direct, the comptroller general says. He 
started to arrest a man von this charge 
over in Elberton some two years ago, but 
the party got away before he was caught. 
He says he would like to put a stop to 
ihis sort of busines: in the state.

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OLD BIDS 


Lowry Bank Protested at Manner of 
Choosing Depositories. 


ALL BIDS WILL BE INDEPENDENT 


Four Depositories Will Doubtless Be 
Selected Without Further Delay 
~ at This Afternoon’s Meeting. 


The finance committee of the city coun- 
cfl will decide today at noon what four 
local banks shal] be designated as city 
depositories for the coming year. 

Under the city law not more than four 
banks can handle the city’s deposits. Last 
week when the bids were submitted, the 
Lowry National bank, the Fourth WNa- 
tional bank, the Capital City and the 
Maddox-Rucker banks offered a joint bid 
at 2 per cent. 

The Third National bank offered a 
separate bid at the same rate, but, 
throvgh inadvertance, it was not sub- 
mitted to Cheirman Rawson, of the 
finance committee, who notified the offi- 
cers of that bank of the mistake, and told 
them he would submit it to the finance 
committee at its next meeting. 

This meeting took place last Monday. 
The matter was lald before the meeting, 
and, as there wére five bidders, it was 
agreed that the names of the five banks 
sheuld be put !n a hat. The first four 
crawn should be given the city deposits. 

This ‘was done, and the name of the 
Lowry bank was left in the hat, the 
award going to the other four. The 
Lowry bank protested, and the committee 
has agreed to call off all bids and to ask 
for new ones to be submitted today. The 
committee further agreea that the banks 
sheuld bid independently, and not in co- 
0} eration. | 

The entire matter will doubtless be set- 
tled this afternoon, after the finance 
committee has consideréd the independent 
bids that aro to be submilited. 


GOLD IN M’DUFFIE COUNTY. 


Professor Yeates Says the Mines 
There Promise a Profitable 
Yield. 

State Geologist W: I. Yeates was in 
his cffice at the capitol yesterday, after 
a week's visit to McDuffie county, where 
he has been at work.upon the gold mines 
of that section. The mines of which he 
has been making a study are ~he Colum- 
tia, the Smith.’ formerly knéwn as the 
Walker mine; the Hamilton, the Tatham 
and the Porter mine, operated by the Wa- 
tional Mining Company. 

Specimens of gold ore from these mines 
selected by Professor Yeates will arrive 
today, and he will assay them. Some of 
these mines run rich in gold. The Colum- 
bia mine is among those worked before 
the war, and it is claimed that $1,000,000 
has been taken out, of it. 

“To all appearancey,’’. Professor Yeatés 
said, ‘‘there is some magnificent gold ore 
over there, and the Indications are that 
these mines will pay handsomely. I have 
spent a week in working on them, and as 
soon as I get through with some work I 
had to do here I am going back to Mc- 
T-uffie county to take up the work again. 
In fact, 1 expect to’spéend all of my time 
for somie weeks to come on the McDuffie 
gcld mines and the. preparation of Geor- 
gia's exhibit for the Buffalo exposition.” 

Professor Yeates is quite enthusiastic 
over the prospects in McDuffie county, so 
far as he has gone, and he thinks it 
possible that some large fortunes in gold 
will be taken out of the mines there.
